Moarse of Massnchnsetts Called to Order for
Lsing Unparllamentary Langusge —
Boutelle Reviews the Sitautlon —

Others Who Made Speeches, .

WASHINGTON, Peb. 5—The federal
elections repeal bill occupied the entire, ses-
sion Of the senate today. Senstor Chandler
concluded his speech, which has extended

through the two or three weeks, and wil
followed by Benator Palmer, who argued
that the law having enilrely fuilsd of iiw

purpose, and being genvrally cobnoxious, It
should be repealed,

In opening this morning Pr. Milhurn, 1he
blind chaplain, I Lis prayer made & touch-
Ing allusion to the Hfe, services and death
of George W. Childs, the Philadelphin
philantliropist. ““While the tolling peil tella
of a passing of ma noble soul from earth,”™
gald le, “we bless Thee for the country and
national lifs In which and through which a
boy. born in poverty and obscurity, by indus-
try, temperance and frugality lifted himsclf
to afMuence and power and shed beneflcence
npon every hand, yvielding happiness by the
gruce and kindiiness of his nature, enriching
all men's lves with whom he came In con-
wel. We render to Thee devout gratitude
that there I8 a lamd which may produce
under the blessing of Thy fatherly love,
through Jewus Christ, such types and ele-
ments of character. We pray that the jes-
pon of this man's life may be read with
kindly and reverent hearts by the young
men of the whole natlon; and so may the
mun's death be richer In lts effect than even
the beneficence and sweetness of his 1ife."”

Resolutlons from the Massachuzelts legis-
lature protesting against the cotton schedule
of the Wilson bill were laid before the sen-
ate and read and referred,

An animated controversy on the franchise
qualifications of the state constitutions of
Mississippl and Massachusetts took [duce
between Senators Frye and Hoar on one
side and Senators Gray «and Bata on the
other, and Is Hkely to be renewed lomorrow,
when the final vote 18 to be tafen 'n the
bill, Senator Chandler spoke on the bill,

“We turn now,” sald he, “from the ques-
tion of money to the superior gquestion of
man and his lUberty. Banks and tariffs and
stocks and trades, let them rise or et them
full. Freedom is a common heritage. Con-
troversy over allver and bonds are inciden-
tal; viligapoee to protect the lives of cltizens
and the freedom, purity mnd honesty of the
suffr 4+ g vital and must be eteraal if the
republic is to Nve.

“I wish to speak briefly In belall of the
colored jwople of the country who stand
sadly in need of consideration and protec-
tion."

“Will the senator say,”” interrupted Sen-
ator Palmer of Illinois, “‘that the laws, which
are now sought to be repealed, have secured
to the colored people the rights which he
clalms for them?"

INDULGED IN A LIVELY TILT.

A ltyely it took place between the two
menutors, after which Senator Chandler, con-
tinuing his argument, reviewed the ante-
wur history of the country and then, allud-
ing to the attempts made by the democratic
party in recent years to secure the repeal
of the federal elections law, said:  “Where
16 the demoecratic party to stop, If tomorrow
it repeals the elections law which  was
adopted to carry into effect the fftéenth
amendment? Wil they not appeal the fif-
teenuth amendment, also? If they take away
the suffrage from the black man, will not
they also, little by littledn this action,
come 1o reduce the black man substantially
to a condition of slavery?"”

Continuing, Senawr Chandler expressed
regret at the defectlons on the republican
slde on this question, referring especially
to Sepator Stewart, who, he sald, although
the author of the fifteenth mumendment and
the legder In the movement to paxs the stat-
ute of May 15, 1870, the most valuable por-
tlons of which are to be repealed by the
pending bill, now gives the repeal bill his
support.

Senator Palmer of Hilinole followed Senator
Ohandler and opensd with a history of the
birth of the republican party and tracing its
course to the war, which had resolted in the
liberation wand enfranchisement of the
negroes, sald It was now contended by the
republicans that the negrees should vote with
them and for thelr policies “‘because they
liberated them.” Upon the other side of the
chamber it was coptended the negroes in the
south had not their proper representation in
the governmental affalra.

“Within a few days past,"” he sald, “"we
have boen engaged In a discussion of the
Hawallan gquestion. We found the total pop-
ulation there numbered 86,000, The whole
American population is less than 3,01, and
yet these 3,000 white men own more than 54
per cent of the entire property of the Islands.
The natives own bul eighty ope-hundredths

— of 1 per cent of the property of the Islands,

The white population of those islands has
overthrown the government aod established
another, and are about to proclaim, or have
prociaimed, a constitution, with property
qualifications, and yet a few days ago
1 heard one of \he leaders of the ropublican
party In this chamber declare that those
men who have overthrown the native goy-
ernment and native supremacy were Russels
anyd Sidneys. This Is the view of the party
that now clalms Lo be the champion and the
proserver of the rights of the colored race.”
FRYE'S REVIEW OF TAMMANY FRALUDS,

Senator Frye of Maine reviewed the his-
tory of the presidential election of 15685 and
the Tammany frands of New York City, He
also guoted the constitution of the state of
Mississippl and denounced (ts provisions re-
quiring the voter to be ahle to read Lthe con-
stitution or give a ressonable Interpretation
of a section of it when read to him.

“Inws not the senator know that Massa-
chusetts has an even more stringeat provis-
ton*" inguired Senator Gray.

“Nuo, It does not."

"“Yes, It does.

Senastor Bates of Tennessoo read the fol-
lowing provision from the constitution of
Massuchusetts “Every male cltizen of 2|
years of upwards not being a pauper. who
Is ablé Lo read the constitution in the Eng-
Mah language and write his name, shall be
entitled o vote.*

WASHINGTON, Feb, 4 —The Hawallan de-
bate absorbed the time of the house today,
& nlght sesslon being bheld Lo permit speechos
by thuose members who desired to talk, but
who otherwiwe wodld have not bad an op-
portunity to do so on account of the Limited
Hiae allowed. The debate 8 atiracting loss
sitcalea than was anUcipated. This s

perbaps purtly due to the abandonment of
the poliey of restoration by the administra-
tion, and partly to the fact that the Iotig tarill
debate has surfeited the house, The princi-
pial apeeches today were mude by Messrs.
Joknson, Boutelle of Maine, Patterson of
Tennessee, amd Hlack of linoix,

Mr, Everett of Massahusstta  de-
fivered the Invoeation at the upen-
ing of the wsession of the house this
morning, Mr. Moflann tried to  oblaln

unanimous consent for the consideration of
a resolution he offéered to investlgate the
action of Judge Jenkina n the Northern
Pacific case, whose employes he had en-
Juithed from wtriking. bat oblijection Was
made.  The resclutlon was as follows:
Resolved, That the committees on  judls
elary of the house be amd in hereby directed
to make such investigation Into all the
matters and things hereln alleged, and to
report to the houseé as to whether or not
Hon. Judge Jenkine, judge of the United
States clrcult court for the seventh ciroult,
bas thereln abused the powers or process of
pald court, or oppressively exorcised the
same, or hae used hiv office ns such judge 10
lntimidate or restrain the employes of the
Northern Pacifie rallroad, or the officers of
labhor organizations 1o which sald employes,
or with which any of them were affiliated,
In the exercise of their rights and privilegas

under the lawy of the United States;
and if they ahall find thap the said
judges has abused the process of sald
court, as alleged or oppressively

exercised the powers of his ofice an Judge of
sutd court to the tufory of the employes of
sald rallroads and others, then to report
whether such met or doings of sald judge
wartant the presentment of artieles of im-
peacnment thersfor; and ta further report
what nctian, if any, should be taken by con-
EreRs (o provent a recurrence of the condi-
tions now lald by sald order and Injunciion
upon rallway employes on the sall Northern
Pacifio road, those engageld upon other roads,
oficers and membsrs of labor organizations
throughout the country, and sll persons gen-

erally."
CALLED HIM TO ORDER.

The Huwailan debate was resumed by Mr.
Morse, republican of Massachusetis, who had
five minutes, Before he had proceeded for
a minute, however, Mr. Outhwalte, democrat
of Chio, had ealled him to order for unpar-
llamentary latguage.

“To what language do you rafer?” asked
Mr. Morse,

"To the insulting, Impudent and unparlia-
mentary langunge jost used,” replled Mr.
Outhwalte,

Mr. Morse, according to the rule, took lhis
seat and the words excepred to were redad at
the clerk’s desk ns follows:

“And yet, strange to tell, at the command
of thelr master, the great Grover Cleveland,
his cuckoos in the house and senate, staunch
southern democrats, the loudest shouters for
a white man's government, disregard all
their anclent traditions about white men's
supramacy and the white man's govern-
ment."”

The speaker ruled that the langusge was
unparliamentary,

Before Mr. Morse could procecd, however,
his time expired,

Mr. Johnson, republican of Indiana, took
the floor and made a strong speech arralgn-
Ing the presgnt administration in attempting
to restore the deposed queen. He drew a
vivid pleture of the efforte of Minister Willis
and evolved out of It & new comie opera
to be called *'Lilluokalani.™

Mr. Patterson, demoorat, of Tennesses fol-
lowed, The sugar interests, he argued,
were behind the annexation movement. [If
the islands could have been annexed under
the bounty clause of the McKinley law the
sugar planters there would have received
from the United States treasury $50,000 (600,
“The deslre of the sugar planters (o put
thelr hands into the pockets of the American
people liy at the bottom of the revolutfon In
1593, salld the speaker, impressively, “The
great haste manifested to secure annexa-
tion,"” he said, “‘is.because those in the con-
spiracy knew that Grover Cleveland when
ineugurated woul never glve his consent to
the territorial extension of the United States
to those Islands, 2000 miles bevond our
western shore."’

Mexsra, Whedler, democrat, of Alabama
and Oates, democrat, of Alubama continued
the debate. The former delivered a glow-
ing eulogy of President Cleveland. The
latter argued in behalf of the adoption of
the McCreary resolution from a legal stand-

point,
BOUTELLE'S HOT WORDS,

Mr. Boutelle, republican, of Maline, who
followed Mr. Oates, after reviewing the
contents of his resolution reprobating the
policy of the administration, added: *"What-
ever may be the tardy expression ol the
house, I claim a favorable verdict on my
Indictment from the American people.””

Continuing, he followed events to the at-
tempted promulgation by the ex-queen of a
new  constitution Januury 14, 1883, That
act denominated the political suicide of the
Hawallan monarchy.

“The honor of the American name."”" said
Mr. Boutelle, *'is being dragged in the dust
by Grover Clev:land, W. Q. Gresham, James
H. Hlount and Minister Willls. 1 have no
words Lo express my contempt for the policy
of treachery, duplicity and false pretense,
You on the other side cannot condone this
outrage; you cannot make this herole'”
(Applause.)

Proceeding, he characterized Mr. Gresham
88 0 “disappointed and apostate secretary of
stite who, in conjunction with the president,
sought not only to uproot and overturn an
Americun government, but to degrade the
American navy by putting it under the con-
trol of a Georgla politiclan In order to get
some one who would haul down the American
flag.”” (Applausa. )

He concluded with a glowing eulogy of the
American flag, reciting u feWw verses, a sort
of an apostrophe o the stars and stripes,
written by a native of Hawall, He was
liberally applavded when he took his seat,

Mr. Black of 1Hinols, ex-pention agent, de-
clared for a policy of noen<iutervention,

Mr. Van Voorhls of New York, a member
of the foreign affalrs committee, declared in
favor of annexation.

Mr. Griin of Michigan closed the debate
for the afternoon with an argument i sujp-
port of the McCreary resolution,

AL 3:156 the house took a recess until §
o'elock

Not more than a dozen members attended
the evening sessjon, Mr. Hall of Minne-
sota spoke In supp-re of the administration
and charged that the revolution was the re-

suylt of a conspiracy, made possible by the
covert ald of Minlster Stevens and the
presence of the United States troops. As
the [uct grew clear, publie sentiment will
place fn every hounest hamd a whip with
which to scourge J. 1. Stevens through the
land.

Mr. Stallings of Mississippl took practi-

cally the same stand, while Mr. Post of Illi-
nois eontended that the attempt of the ad-
ministeation 0 restore a debaschod and dis-
cardied queen could not be condoned or
wiped out by the passage of a parilsan reso-
lution, Mr. Lacey of lowa and Mr. Stock-
dale of Misslesippl were the last speakers

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| DIDN'T DESERT THE RED RAG

Disorder's Emblem Was the Stay of the
Parisian Bomb-Thrower,

—

GOES TO HIS DEATH WITH A BOLD FRONT

He Cried “Vive L' Anarchice”™ and ~Death to
Soviety” on the Scuffold of the Guilio=
tine - The Crowds that
Saw Him Die.

PARIB, Feb, b.—August E. Valllant. the
anarchist who on December § last threw a
bomb into the Chamber of Deputies, wis
execuied at about 7:30 o'clock this morning.
His last words weret "'Dealh to poclety!
Loog live anarchy!™

The execution of Valllant was a declded
surprise to the people of this city who have
for a weelk past been haunting the neigh-
borhood of the Place dé In Hoquette In an-
ticipation of witnessing Valllant's execution.,
As late as Saturday afternoon It was re-
ported that Premier Casimir-Porier and M.
Iupuy, president of the Chamber of Depu-
ties, lavored a commutation of the anarch-
Ist's mentence, and it was sald'that even If be
was executed st all he would not be decapl-
tated until the middle of the wesek.

But Inte last evening it became known
throughout Parls, In some mysterious man-
ner, that Vaillant was to be execuled, and
people soon afterward Dbegan gathering
about the neighborhood of the [famous
prison of la Roquette, and at & o'clock this
morning, in spite of the fact that it was
raining, quite a large crowd had gathered
about the prison, and were waiching the
workmen erect the barrieades across all
the streets leading to the square from which
the people were soon afterward driven by
the police.

The night was pitels dark when the work
of erecting the guillotine was commenced.
The lower classes sent representatives who
appeared o be in sympathy with the man
about to be executed, and were loud in thelr
blasphemies and threats of what wonld
happen In the near future if the present
condition of affairs continued.

Shortly after 8 o'clock a detachment of
the Carde Republicane arrived upon the
spot and the center of the Place de Ja
Roquette was cleared. Later a squadron of
mounted Gardes Republleane arrived on the
spot. The arrival of the military caused
the crowds to Increase and there was a
rush of men and women up the Rue la
Roquette, which caused the pollee Lo make
a determined counter movement, sweeping
the crowds backward until order was com-
pletely restored.

By this time fully 2,000 policemen of
various descriptions and Gardes Repub-
licana were upon the spol, and eversthing
was ready for the arrival of the gulllotine,
This famillar death machine arrived in two
large vans at about 2:80 a. m., accompanied
by Monsleur de Paris (M. Diebler), the
publie executioner, dressed in a frock coal
aud a high hat. M. Dicbler superintended
every little detail of the work of his as-
sistants, who, pler by pler. and in deep
gllence, only broken by the sounds of the
heavy mallets which they usad, slowly
erected the platforin so familiar to the
general publie.

When the gulllotine was standing, com-
plete and ready for its deadly work on the
well marked spot in the center of the place,
the executioner, lantern in hand, carefully
exsminéd every part of thé muchine, in-
cluding the wicker basket nearly full of saw-
dust, which was to receive the head of the
anarchist,

FEARED ANOTHER BOMB.

While the work of the execution was in
progress M. Dicbler informed the police of-
ficers in charge of the place that there
seemoed to be less spaoe than usual in the
square, but the officers informed the execu-
tionier that the crowd was kept at the usual
distance, to which M. Digbler replied:
“Well, never mind, a bomb might be thrown
from the barriers’™ The police, however,
after consultation, determined to take the
executioner's hint and the barriers at the
different streets and about the various por-
tiong of the square were ordered to be
moved backwards.

While this work was In progress the re-
port reached the group of newspaper men
who had assembled to witness the execution
that President Carnot had recently recelved
several threatening letters and that the
police were taking extraordinary precautions
to prevent the possibillity of a bomb out-
TAEge.

M. Diebler's son-in-law and asistant, dur-
ing the early morning was kind enough to
impart a plece of newe to the newspuper
representatives who had mustered in force
at a neighboring cafe, where they elluked
glasses with the axecutloner’s asslstant
while walting for dawn, M. Diebler's as-
sistant sald that the executioner no longer
holds both ears of the condemned man, as
bas been done until recently, when the head
of the criminal has been passed through the
neck-hold below the knife preparatory to
the falling of that trenchant blade,

When asked the reason for this change in
the method of execution, M. Diebler's as-
alstant said that it was because the fingers
of the publle executioner had been badly
bitten by Tropmann at the time of the exe-
cution of the assassin, who objected 1o hav-
ing his ears held in the mannsr described, -

“3. Idebler.” the newspaper men's in-
formant added, “now leaves the job of hold-
Ing the ears to one of his assistants. We
don‘t belleve Valllant will bite, however."'

The police arrangemedits were admirable,
and long before the hour set for the execu-
tion eomplete order prevalled evearywhere
and the chief of the municipul police came
toward the prison with his Heutenants, By
this time the raln had stopped and every
pelnt of vantiage about the Place de la Ho-
queite had been oecupled,

The Judiclal authorities arrived al the
prison st 6:15 a. m., and entering the cell
ocoupled by Vaillant they waked him and in-
formed him that his last hour had arrived,
Valllant 4id not seem o be in the least as-
toplshed  or much  alarmed. He turned
dendly pale, it Is true, but he began drogsing
with all the haste which would be expected
and remarked to one of the prison attend-
ants: “You see | was right in saying that
my sentence would not be commuted.” [t
was evident, though, from the manner in
which he sald this that he was couslderably
disappointed and that be had bullt gp strong
hopes of dlemency upon the purt of the pres-
ident of the French government,

VAILLANT'S VALOR.

While Valllant was dressing, one of the
afficers, notlcing the anarchist's hands
trembling elightly=.as he put on bis clolhes,
sald “Have cournge, Valllant." =

To this Vaillant smiled in o siekly mannar,
ani, throwing hin bend  wp, replied
“Nevor fear, | will know how to die.””

Al this point of the tollet one of the prison
officials offered Valllant & large glass of
same strong cordial Intended to brace up
the man's nerves, bult Vallant gontly put
It on oue wide, kaying 'l have no need of
urtifioial strongth and desplise o man who
teads braudy 10 terve him to meet his fate "’

This calm gnd courageous bearing of the
anarchilst wou bim the symipathy of every-
ey present, and s veteran of the guand
who wus present sald o an undertone:
That In no! artficial courage."”

Later cne of the atlendants offered to as-
eist Vaillant In dressing for hls march 1o
the guillotine, but the doomad men gently but
firnaly refused, and said “1 will pot delay
¥ou any longer than | can help.™

Valllant, in reply to m quesiiuh an to
whother he had any statemeant 6 make, be-
gan H:.lh!l'.; a strong profession of anarchy,
defending It in burning words, untll it was
Eently suggesled to him thst such remarks
were useless and out of place.

Controry to expeciailons, Valllant Jdid oot
Wpeak of mistress, Madame Marchel, or
of daughter, Sidoani, whose alloged let-
ter asking for a cotamatation of her father's
svuteney  han  bevnt s muach tilaruinsnd
Thwice durivg the preparations fur

Vaillant refused L5 pae the prison chaplaln,
eaying upon thess ondlors; 'l do not be.
lieve in religlon; It all & sham. Let those
who profesa religlon give some evidence of It
by extending a helpng hand to the deserv-
ing poor. This wil} do more to crush an-
archy than all the arnifes of the world.”

At exactly 7.20 a._m. the veteran officer In
command of the Buards Repullcana gpave
the order to "Draw sworde' Very soon
after the black mates of the prison were
ewung open and Valllant appeared, head
erect and deflant, between M, Diobler and hin
nasistants, The erowd was not slow to
notice that no chaplain accompanied the
condemned man, and It was sald in a loud
tone from sevoral among those gathered to
witness the exocutioni: “He dies a (fue an-
archist.”

Hore and there, &= Vailllant appeared,
waore heard faint erles of “Vive Ja anarchile.”

When Valllapt neared the gulllotine he
glanced upward at the gleaming knife sus-
pended between the two uprights, the blade
shining out clear and di=tinet, owing to the
rayh of the many lanterns around the scaf-
fold and then he shouted: "Vive la ans
archle."”

A moment Jater, a8 he was ascending the
stepa leading to the platform of the gulllo-
tine, the desperate anarchist shouted: “A
mort les bourgevise!™ (“Death to the bour-
Eoolee!™)

As he uttered this ery Valllant reached
the fuot of the sliding plank which leails the
body of the condemued when strappesd onto
It beneath the knife. After one quick push

he crled: “Death 10 society,"
HURRIED TO LEATH.
Valllant had hardly uttercd thess words

when he was seiged by M. Diebler’'s assje-
tants and thrown npon the sliding plank, or
bascutn, to which he was strapped with re-
markatile rapldity, and In less time than |t

takes to write It his bady was thruse
through the lunette or hole in the end of
the seaflold upon wWhich s half cirele or

locking plece falls after the head % through
2 spring was tovched and the shiuning knife
ahove the anarchist’s neck sped downward
with n swift movem&Ent. There was a terri-
ble spurt of blood and the head of Vaillant,
separated from 8 trunk, fell Into the
basket of sawdust, and all was over.

With the greatest rapidity the head amd
body of the anarchist were gathered up,
placed in separate baskets, and were os-
corted away from the seene of the execalion
atl a gallop.

If the body of the anarchist is unclalmed
it will go to the academy of medicine: but,
it I8 understood that represetitatives of somo
of the rocialist socleties have announced
thelr Intention of asking for permission to
bury the remains of the executed man.

As the body was leing carried away the
erowds made a tremendous rush for the
guillotine, but were restralned by the troops
and the police were compelled to remaln in
place until the gulllotine had beoen removed.

Thanks to the efforts of the suthorities,
there wis no disordler at tho execution, but
this was probably duwe to the large number
of police and soldlers,

One of the features of the eoxecutiom was
the fact that among the crowd gathered to
witness it was a large number of people,
male and female, In masquerade dress who
had come from the bafle held last nlehr
Among the women were some of the lowest
of the demi-monde, who behiaved in the most
outrupgeonsly indecent manner,

August Valllant wes born at Mezieres, de-
partment of Ardennes, on December 206,
1861. He was an flegitimate son and. led
& roving life. At ome time he lived In
Buenos Avres and at . amether in the United
States, where he passed three months teach-
Ing school. He wa¥ married In the United
States, and by this marriage had a little
girl, whose nameée Is Si%oal. He roturned to
Parls in 1887, and entered into intimate re-
latlions with another womsan named Marchal,

The
thanks of congress is an honor very highly
prised in miiitary and naval efreles, and it
carries with it oot only dignity and honor,
but also several important official advan-
tages., One of these is that the time of an
officer’'s retirement Ix put off, In the case
of Admiral Benham, he will be retired in
April next, but should congresg give him n
resolution of thanks his period of active
service would be extended ten years further.
This would be the most signal dlgnity at the
present time, as there are few In the naval
service who enjoy the honor, 1t would also
ecarry the pay of an officer on the active list,
which 1s considerably above the pay of the
retired rank.
